A G R IC U L T U R A L ED U C A T IO N 


In 
Co-Ordinated 
Schools 
Advocated 
by Dr. A. Caswell Ellis. 
Houston Chronicle. 
Dr. A. Caswell E llis of the depart­ 
ment of pedagogy of the U n iversity 
of Texas bas sent to The Chronicle 
the following article dealing with the 
problem 
of 
agricultural 
education 
from a scientific standpoint. 
Dr. E l­ 
lis is equiped 
to discuss any form 
of teaching and makes some valuable 
suggestions. 
Dr. Ellis will lecture in Houston at 
the request of the literary people of 
the city at an early date. before the 
teachers’ institute. 
In discussing the matter of agri­ 
cultural education, Dr. Ellis says: 
There are so many propositions ad­ 
vanced now for increasing the amount 
of 
agricultural 
education 
given 
in 
the state that a general survey of the 
situation seems advisable. 
First, what 
does the state offer already in tin 
way of agricultural education; second, 
what further is needed to complete 
the system? 
In answer to the first question, we 
see that th*- state requires the teach­ 
ing of elementary agriculture in all 


years elementary, secondary and col­ 


lege agriculture. 
For a state which 


w ill soon have four million population, 


mort of whom will be dependent upon 


agriculture for a living, such a. pre- j 


tense of a system or agricultural ode ' 
cation is so inadequate as to be sin) ! 
ply absurd. 
W h at now should be done? 
Before anything is done, a complete i 
plan should be formerly, embracing ail J 
grades of agricultural education, s o ; 
that each institution as it is estab­ 
lished will be a component part ot 
one broad, co-ordinated system. 
What 
principles now ought lo guide us in 
planning our agricultural education for 
the state? 


1. In 
providing 
for 
education 
in 
agriculture, we should make use as 
far as irossible of the institution al­ 
ready established, both those for agri­ 
cultural and those for general educe 
lion, so as not to waste the state’s 
Binds in needless duplication of work. 
2. Our several institutions for agri- 
cutural education should not be a lot 
of disconnected uncoordinated schools, 
but should form a unified whole, the 
several parts co-ordinated

tional institutions of the state.

by a reasonable outlay of money.

Fresh from a triumphal tour of the 
Peruvian Andes, during

caran, one of the highest peaks in the 
world, Miss Annie S. Peel. of Provi- 


it was, thanks to tho experience o f 
these two m<*n.” said Miss Peck, “that 
I succeeded in reaching the 24,000 feet 
altitude which marks the summit of 
Huaacaran.

lf Ever Color Calls, It Calls In the 
Mosque of Ibrahim Aga. 
A s every otic* who visits Rome goes 
to Ht. Peter .-, so every one who visits 
Cairo goes to the mosque of Moham­ 
med Alt in the citadel, ti gorgeous build­ 
ing in ti magnificent situation, the in ­ 
terior of which alw ays makes me think 
of court functions and of the pomp <<; 
life rather than of prayer and self ie 
ii tai. 
More attractile to me is the 
“blue mosque,” to which L returned 
again and n&ain, enticed almost as by 
the fascination of the living bine of a 
summer sky. 
This mosque, which is the mosque o 
Ibrahim Aga. but which is famili; 
known 
to 
its 
lovers 
as 
the 
"bi 
* 
mosque,” lies to the left of a ram­ 
shackle street and from the outside* 
does not look specially inviting. 
Even 
when I passed through its door and 
stood in the court beyond at first I felt 
not its charm. 
All looked old and 
rough, unkempt and in confusion. 
To,* 
red and w hite stripes of the walls anti 
the arches of the arcade, the mean lit­ 
tle place for ablution—a pipe aud a row 
of brass taps—led the mind from a 
Neapolitan ice to a second rate school. 
and for ti moment I thought of abrupt­ 
ly retiring and seeking more splendid 
precincts. 
And then I looked across 
the court to the arcade that lay be 
yond, and I saw the exquisite “love 
color” o f the marvelous tiles that give 
this mosque its name. 
The huge pillars of this arcade arc 
striped and ugly, but between them 
shone with an ineffable luster a wall of 
purple and blite, of purple and blue so 
strong and yet so delicate that It held 
the eyes and drew the body forward. 
lf ever color calla, it calls in the “blue 
mosque” of Ibrahim Aga. And when I 
had crossed the court, when I stood 
beside tin* pulpit, with its delicious 
wooden folding doors, and studied the 
i tiles of which this wonderful wnll is 
componed. I found them as lovely near 
as they an* lovely far off. 
From ti dis­ 
tance they resemble a nature effect, 
arc almost like a bit of southern sea 
or of sky. a fragment of gleaming 
M editerranean seen through the pillars 
of a loggia or of Sicilian blue watching 
over Etna In the long summer days. 
When one Is close to them they are 
a miracle of art 
Tin* background of 
them is a milky white tifion which Is 
an elaborate pattern 
of purple and 
blue, generally conventional and rep­ 
resentative of no known object, but 
! occasionally showing tali trees souie- 
, what resembling cypresses. 
But it is 
Impossible in words adequately to de- 
i scrila* the effect of these tiles hihI of 
1 ‘the tiles that line to the very roof the 
tomb house on the right of the court. 
I They are like a cry of ecstasy going 
tip In tills otherwise not very beauti- 
! fill mosque. 
They make it unforgetta­ 
ble: they draw you back to ii again 
and yet again. 
On Hie darkest day of 
winter they set som ething of summer 
there. 
In the saddest moment they 
proclaim the fact that there Is joy in 
the would* that there was joy in the , 
hearts of creative artists years upon I 
years ago. 
If yon are ever in Cairo I 
and sink into depression, go to the I 
“blue m o s q u e " and see if It does not j 
have upon you an uplifting moral e f­ 
fect. 
And then, if you like. go on j 
from it to the Gamin et Movayad. J 
som etim es called El Altmar (the red*,; 
where yon will find greater glories, 
though no greater fascination, for the 
tiles hold their own am ong all tho 
wonders of Cairo.
